Since the penitentiaries have 
again changed hands it is appro- 
priate and proper that the public 
should know just wli.it the out- 
going officials have done. 

The republicans took charge of 
these institutions on the twenty- 
sixth day of March, 1896. At 
that time the prisons were in a de- 
plorable condition, the entire yard 
being covered with rubbish and 
filth, and the cells were but little 
better than the yard. 

At that time there was no grad- 
ing or drainage system in the yatd, 
or in the yard where the lumber is 
stored. Some of the shops had 
been wrecked by fire, and their 
.bsmal and charred walls only re> 
mained. 

Not a shrub, flower, grass plot, 

not a walk greeted tin unfortu- 
nate inmates of that institution. 

The buildings were very gloomy, 
forbidding and dilapidated, and 
apparently a stranger to paint. 
The roofs of the buildings were 
decayed, snd shop room for the 
convicts wholly inadequate. Male 
prisoners were permitted to work 
in the woman's department, and 
no care was exercised to prevent 
the mingling of the sexes. Only 
six hundred of the coovkts were 
worked. 

APrsmlem — vice. 

The steam power was scattered 
over the premises. One plant 
was in the woman's department, 
in which male convicts Stayed 
night and day, opening the way to 
inevitable vice. The scattering 
of the steam power in this way 
cost the state many thousands of 
dollars more than it should. The 
condition of the piping was most 
wretched, it being underground 
and unwrapped, and had, there- 
fore, rusted and decayed allowing 
great volumes ol steam constantly 
to escape. 

Indeed the conditions were 
about as bad as they could have 
been in every regard, livery set- 
ting of the sun had for twenty 
years found a large deficit against 
the Slate. 

Thus the repubUcana found this 
institution. To look upon it now 
and view the wonderful improve^ 
ments perfected under the repub- 
lican administration it is no won- 
der that the visitors to this prison 
speak in such laudatory terms of 
the success of Warden Hancock 
and his subordinates. The rub- 
bish and filth have been cleared 
away and a splendid system of 
grading and drainage made. 

instesd of mud and filth, beau- 
tiful concrete walks, f.;rass plots, 
flower beds, shrubbery, green- 
houses, fountain and trees now 
Rn et the eyes of the visitors, and 
gladden the hearts of the inmates. 
One would almost feel that be was 
entering a beautiful park instead of 
a prison. 

Every cell and bed in the entire 
institution is now neat and clean. 
A place where the prisoner, after 
a hard day's toil, can for a while 
forget hia troublea in slumber. 



The steam power has all been 

concentrated and by a spkndid 
system of engineering new piping 
haa been put in overhead, covered 
by asbestos. The engine and 
electric plant have been removed 
from the woman's department and 
a division wall has been erected 
that prevents tbe mingling of male 
and female convicts. The male 
guards have been removed from 
the woman's department and two 
female guards have been substi- 
tuted in their place. No male 
prisoner is now allowed to enter 
without the permission of the 
warden. 

In the woman's department a 
public laundry has been establ- 
ished, and that part of the insti- 
tution has been made self sustain- 
ing, and all manner of vice such 
as obtained in the past has entirely 
disapi>eared from that department. 

In addition to all these things a 
large building affording room for 
the employment of 400 men lias 
been erected. The shop that was 
destroyed by fire has been rebuilt 
and an annex erected to the chair 
factory. New roofing for nearly 
all the buildings has been put on, 
and all have been newly painted 
New and commodious guard 
houses have been eractad on the 
walls. 

OUMr laiKevMMats. 

The improvements in the lumber 
yard are no less marked than are 
those within the walls. The pools 

of staKuunt water wiiich were the 
fruitful source of disease have 



been removed b\- a system of 
drainage, and the ground has been 
graded and walks macadamised. 

Instead of 600 men lacing em- 
ployed as was the case in March, 
1897, the entire force of convicts 
less the invalids now have daily 
and heathful employmentj and in- 
stead of a daily deficit, the prison 
has each day yielded the state for 
many months past a handsome 
dividend over all expensea, never 
less than 1,000 men at work, yield- 
ing (he slate more than ^350 per 
day. Bverythrog about the 'prison 
is now system and order and lias 
for months moved like clockwork. 

Of course, it took quite a time 
to briiiR this institution out of 
chaos and idleness, but the feat has 
been successfully performed. The 
discipline anionf; both (guards and 
prisoners has been as nearly per- 
fect as it is posaiblc to make it. 
In fact the improvements in every 
respect seem almost incredible. 

"Too mucli credit dinnot be 
given to Warden Hancock lor his 
efficient and faithful services to the 
slate. He has shown himself to 
be an aide manaper an<l controller 
of men. Inspector Weaver, who 
has become thoroughly familiar 
with this institution, was heard to 
say that from what he had seen 
and knew of biro, that the best 
thing the state could do would be 
to employ Maj. Hancock at a sal- 
ary of 15,000 a year and give him 
entire control of the institution. 
This, of course, cannot be done 
under the law, but Mr. Weaver's 
suggestion was a high compliment 
of a worthy officer. But it can be 
justly said that to all the officers of 
that inatitution ia due credit for 
the great improvement wrought. 
They have all been faithful -and 
honest. No act done by them 
will ever cause a regret on their 
part.

Mr. Nathan Carrico, one of the 
oldest and best known citizens of 
the county was ailjuilgcd insane 
last week and sent to the asylum 
at Hopkinsville. He was taken 
t)y Mr. Sam Carrico and another 
gentleman.

Carrico's insanity is said to be the 
bursting of a shell over him during 
the civil war, this being his third 
attack. His residence is in the 
Fancy I'arm section of the county.

Whittsitt gives up the contest and 
resipns; but we rcurct that he has 
been ilrivVn to such n cnrrse. 1 he 
linlit a^'.-iiiist liiiii lins lieen lon^ 
and hitter. At one tune it seemed 
as if It was dying out, and that, 
with the strong support of the 
trustees. Dr. Whitfitt could remain 
president of the Southern Baptist 
theologicsl seminary, and thus 
win a substantial victory for lib- 
erty. It ahould be reiiirinbrred 
that there was no charge of un- 
soundness i'l the tailli. 1 his is 
not a case in which the higher 
criticism is in any way involved. 

Dr. Whittsitt no more questions 
the inspiration, authority, and 
(ruth of the scriptures than his op- 
ponents. He does not reject any of 
the leading doctrines of evangelical 
Christianity, nor is he disloyal lo 
an> (listim tive K.iptist priiiLiple. 
The one point on wliicli lie has of- 
fended is in lioliling that the truth 
of history shows that baptism by 
immersion was not practiced by the 
baptists in England twior to 1641, 
nor by the Baptists of Anieriea un- 
lit a later date, and that prob.ibly 
RogerWilliams was baptised not by 
immersion but by sprinkling Now 
this is a historical question pure 
and simple.
